TEHRAN, Oct. 16 (Agen-, 
des)-^Si^en people were re- 
ported killed and 40 injured in 
a clash between troops and 
demonstrators Monday but the 
Iranian capital was largely 
calm as the nation mourned 
riot victims.

,nia' Oct. 16 (AP) — The 
shooting murden of a finan- 
cier, his wife and maid at 
their pink stucco home was 
the worst crime in the history 
of this affluent desert resort 
town, police said Monday. 

“We’ve been contacting a 
few of the family members," 
Lt. George Neesan sahL 
“We've just been accumulat- 
ing infonnation — thoe isn't 
much to go on." 

The bodies of Edward 
Friendly, 74, his wife, Sophia, 
71, and their housekeeper, 
Frances Williams 67, of neai^ 
by desert Hot Springs, were 
discovered Friday. All three 
had been shot to death in the 
Friendlys' home in the posh 
Las Palmas section of Palm 
Springs. 

A pool worker summoned 
police after seeing Mis. Wil- 
liams lying in a pool of blood 
when he glanced into a kit- 
chen window. 

Neesan said it had not bees 
'determined if the slayings oc- 
curred during a burglary at- 
tempt. There was no sign of 
forced entry or a struggle, ai- 
ihough officers said burean 
and desk drawers throi^iaiat 
the home were found open 
and their cootmts rifted. 

Autopsies showed Frioidl^ 
died from ,45-caiiber gunshot 
wounds to the brain and chest, 
while his wife and the majd 
were killed by single bullets to 
their beads. 

They were killed sometime 
after 6:30 pjn. Thursday, the 
coroner's office said, appa- 
rently as they prepared for 
dinner. Pdice said the oven 
was still on and the tabic set 
in the dining room when the 
bodies were found.

PERSUASION 


Despite the ooutiusioiL oi the esrly days, the o^tiaAioos 
in Washingron between Egypt and Israel are pfogiessiog 
smoothly and a final treaty is likdy to be signed in a month's 
time or less. When die talks opened last week, ihe Egyptna 
deltegatioa let it be k-nown dut it would attempt to link bet- 
ween the agFeemeoC over Sinai and progress toward settling 
the other outstanding issues between the Arabs and IsraeL 


But President Stedat later made clear in a apeeoh thac he 
would proceed with separate peace regardtess of the poation 
of the other Arabs. The Egyptian delation then reiterated 
the position on Unking the two sides of die MkUe Eass 
quesnon btd it has now become dear 4hat Egypt wiU sign a 
separate Uteaiy with l&raeL 


The Arab countries opposed lo such an agreemeat ha,ve 
schedided a s ummi t ooitference in Baghdad eaiiy in Novem- 
ber. The Iraqi aUeagg lo stop Egypt firom signing the treaty 
has come a liole too late to change die oourae of everds. 
H die treaty is »gaed and die suomiit conference is hdkl. tUe 
Arab tjatap will have inrevocafaly qpbt in two and the area 
wiR fall victijn to a shattemig earthquake in ioter-Ajab re- 
latkma. 


It is difficuU to see how the Arabs can restore peace 
among themselves at this late hour. OidsiUe help tnay be 
necessary. Sui^;Nrisiag^. the U.S. may be the ocdy country 
that could make aporitivecontri'bution. Pxesident Ca«er tes 
oirly the Camp David agreements as the achievements of two 
years in Office (his energy program suxess was helped by 
Camp David); he imst not be expected to help resciTid those 
agreements }u8t because many Arab states do not like them. 


But he may be kiclined to Usteo to the voice of reason 
if the opposing Arab srates for hn help in modifyiag 
ihem. The part pemaining to Egypt and tead is good enough 
3od should be preserved. Birt toe parts involving the ftles- 
tinians need a great deal o€ improvement. Hie countries 
opposed to the ogreemeids are not on>y the known radical 
Slates which woidd have rejected anything, but rather include 
some (uiown modenit>e states on good terms wkh the US. 
These countries must be aUe to point out to the U.S. the 
Shortcomings of the so-callod firamework for peace. 


Aigain, President Carter must not be expeoted to do tofi 
Araibs any. favors. He will only act if he h persuaded ihal 
it is in the interest of die U.S. itself and MidcUe East and 
world peace to amend the agreements before U h too late. 
The U.S. president must be made to accept the Arab argu- 
ment that If peace is concluded in the proposed fonm, Egypt 
will be neutralized as a fighting force but trouble among and 
in the Arab countries wiR be so bad that, it will have the 
same effect as war as far as American interests are ooocemed. 


It is clear that President Cener feek that without Egypt the 
ArabR wiU not fighit. This may even be true, but the situation 
created by the exit of Egypx is so frau^t with danger that it 
defeats its own purpose. 


This airgunient assumes that American interesiB in the 
Midlde East are best served in >peace and that in aB his 
actions President Carter has been motivated by the desire tto 
briDS >peace to She Mideffle East. U miadt not be difficult — 
eqiccialiy that jc is true— <o diow him shat any peace achieved 
aga-inst the wig of 20 Arab states will be ephemeral.

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Zimbabwe crossfire

SAUSSURY — 

With the war escalating and 
casualties mounting, the nlack 
AXncaa civilian is caught in a 
crossture. a victim of causes he 
otten knows little about. 

Uu sutterug has received 
scant atteatioo in the West 
cocnpareo to ihat ot the whites. 
Yei one lo six black Rhode- 
sians has been displaced oy 
toe war. Thousands of others 
nave been toriured, wounded or 
Killed 

Ciovemmeni statistics show 
that 3,7b9 black civilians were 
killed between December 1, 
1972, the war began es' 

caiatmg, and August 31, 1978. 
This compares with 216 white 
civilian deaths. 

"You've got every chance ot 
sieppii^ on a land nune or 
getting caught in a contact 
between the guerrillas and the 
security forces,” a I9o^earold 
university student said. "1 went 
home last weekend and ^ of 
a sudden they started figbtiog 
right there in our village." 

The statistics also show that 
5,165 terrorists — as the gov- 
emment calls the guerrillas 
had been killed through Au- 
BusU while the security ferces 
had lost 516 men. The figure 
is not broken down by color 
but blacks make up about two- 
thirds of the govenxment for- 

ces. . . 

Additionally, more than i 
million blacks have been up- 
rooted by the war. Hundreds 
of thousands of them have 
left rural areas for refuge m 
the citiesl The disjOacement bu 
increased laidy as the guemi- 
las seek to gain control over 
the civilian populaUon and gov- 
ernment forces tend to ure in- 
discriminatdy. In the first two 

weeks of September, 4! un- 
armed civHiaus were kiUM in 
what the government officially 


describes as "crossfires.** 

Inlemalional relief ag^« 
estimate that 100,000 
Rhodesians have fled to Zam" 
bia. Mozambique and Bots- 
wana. Another 500,000 were 
forced by the government ow 
the past several years into 270 
feocM compounds, known as 
protected vUlages. to remove 
them from guerrilla influence. 

The goverameni recently 
opened the gales to 70 of w 
much-critkiz^ villages, freeing 
about 140,000 people. 


The chief of one protected 
village said, "More of us are 
dying inside the villages than 
outside. They are like prisons.** 
He GompUioed of villagers 
b eing beaten by the guards as- 
signed to protect them.

Detailed bargain- 
ing bi^ins in January, leas than 
a year after the rv>mf«nn Mar- 
ket declared Portugal was wri- 
come to join. 

For the ninfe member coun- 
tries, the mlltA mark another 
step in an expansion program 
to indude the relatively poor 
and leu developed nations of 
southern Europe. Membenhip 
negotiations with Greece wiU 
• be completed by 1980 and a 
p reliminar y opinion on Spain’s 
application is due soon. 

For Portugal, jorniug the dub 
— officially caiied the Euro- 
pean Economic Community — 
follows oentuoes of economic 
dependence on former African 


colonies and a haJf-century of 
isolation under a right-wing 
dictatorship ended by a military 
revolt in 1974. The Portuguese, 
whose vision has been global 
since- the days of sail, say 
Mariwt membership will give 
a new role in the world. 

Common Market and Portu- 
guese officials said in interviews 
last week there wiil be clear 
political benefits for both sides. 

“Once Spain and Portugal 
moved toward democracy, no- 
botfy in the EEC could say no 
to them,’’ said Marie Claude 
Saut, the Common Market’s re- 
presentative in Lisbon. 

“Membership is a logical 
outcome of our revolution," 
said Vitor Constancio, vice 
governor of the Bank of Por- 
tugal and chid negotiator with 
EEC “R is a way of giving a 
more solkl basts to our demo- 
ccacy and some assurance that 
we will never gp back.*’

Hun- 
dreds of family farms, some 
about an acre in size, ooay be 
forced to merge, and tens of

The ^ect is incalculable in 
a country whose bureaucracy 
retains a 19th-century pace, 
where IS per cent of the 3.5- 
ntillion-member work force is 
unemployed and where 35 {Nir 
cent of the population is illi- 
terate. 

“There is some of the old 
protectionist feeling around but 
i am confident that we have the 
ppUtical wili necessary to join."

He nips down to the 
country to see lus imariu^ 
friend Bunbuiy, a "chronic in- 
valid” who often needs atten- 
tion. 

In this way these pleasant 
young men amuse themselves, 
leading lives of complete idle- 
ness on large private incomes 
until Love suddenly appears 
in thdr midst and forces ihem,^ 
momentarily at least, to grap- 
ple with realty. 

Oscar Wilde was 40 years 
old when "The Importance of 
Being Earnest” was staged in 
Febniary 1895. It was his 
fourth and most brilliant 
comedy. Tragically for him, it 
was also to ^ his last. Only a 
few days aftn the opening 
ni^t. his violent enemy the 
N&rquess of Que^beny left 
^de a fatal «hallawga 
as the papers called 
hon, loathed Wilde be- 
cause of his close friend- 
ship with his son. Lord Alfred 
Dourias. He tried to send a 
bouquet of turnsnips and car- 
rots to Wilde on the first night 
of the play. The insulting note 
be 1^ for Wilde was the be- 
ginning of the two famous 
court cases which ruined Wil- 
de and led to his two-year im- 
prisonment in Reading Gaol. 

But on the night of Feb. 14, 
1895, Oscar Wilde was at the 
pinnacle of success. His repu- 
tation as a wit, his brilliant 
epigrams ("The truth is rarely 
pure, and never simjfie. Mo- 
dvn life would be very te- 
dious if it were either, and 
. modern literatdre a complete 
impossihility”^ his extraordi- 
nary gift for conversation, all 
these talents h a d made him a 
celebrity in Lemdoo, Paris and 
the United States. 

Wilde's comedies epitomize 
these qualities. Hiey are vehic- 
les for sparkUng exchanges 
between membeis of that &i- 
sured upper class which was 
enjoying its last foil flowering 
before its viitaal collapse wi£ 
the outbreak of the First Wor- 
ld War. The action of the plays 


is minimal, always hovering 
on the edge of farce, and it is 
the pace of the repartee whi<^ 
carries the play along at brea- 
thtaking speed. 

Tile most famous character 
in "The Importance of Being 
Earnest” is Lady Bracknell. 
Her very name has gone into 
the language as the epitome of 
a ctttain type of hardt matron- 
ly snobbery. 

Jeddah residents will soon 
be able to see “The Importan- 
ce of Being Ea rngst” . Saudi 
Equity Theater (SSI) will stage 
Wilde's comedy at the Flayers 
Playhouse from Oct. 23-26. It 
will be the first time the play 
• has been peifonned here, and 
it was the choice of producer 
Linda Webber. 

It is also Linda Webber’s 
first full public production 
ho'e in Jed&ih, though she has 
been responsible for a number 
of smaller performances, not- 
ably **Under Milk Wood.” by 
Dylan Thomas. Local audien- 
ces may know her better as an 
actress, for she has made 
many appearances since she 
and her husband Frank arriv- 
ed in 1976. Frank Webber is 
designing the sets for “Ear- 
nest.** 

Sylvia^ Temple, SET chair- 
man, said that a lot of money 
and effort have been put into 
the costumes and props for 
this production. Authentic pie- 
ces of period bric-a-brac have 
been brou^t out firom Britain, 
and wardrobe mistress Heather 
Bond has excelled even her 
own high standards to repro- 
duce the elaborate elegance of 
the 1890s.

Pierre Cardin 

An empire riding 
on a signature

WASHINGTON— It is the 
peoultimate designer label sta- 
tus item, a SZ3-raillion exe- 
cutive jet. and Pierre Cardio 
was at National Airport re- 
cently U) see bis design and to 
dot the “1” on bis signature 
near the door. ' 

*'You like it, you like it?” 
asked Cardio to those around 
him, breaking into a shy 
smile as he got his first look 
at the sleek black, red and 
white striped plane. “!t*s smal- 
ler than 1 thought,” he said, 
“but it b nice. No?” 

Inside the twin-engine trans- 
continental-range jet made by 
American Aviation, Cardin 
played like a delighted kid 
with the slide-away tables and 
push-button telephone. “The 
press will like it. too, don't 
you think?” he asked. 

So the Cardin label Ts now 
OR just about everything; 
fragrances and furniture, cars 
and bikes, chocolates and car- 
pets, bathrooRtt and kitchens 
clothes, of course, plus food, 
wine and theater. Can there be 
anything else? Cardin can't 
thin<k of what it might be, but 
of course there will be some- 
thing else. “TTierc i.s always 
something else to design,” he 
says. “A great deal depends 
oo where life takes you." 

Recently life took him to 
Korea where he saw a Pierre 
Cardin shop filled with items 
with his logo. He had autho- 
rized neither the shop nor the 
goods. Tn Indonesia he saw a 
tie with a Cardin label, but an 
Yves Saint-Laurent print lin- 
ing. 

Recently in Washington with 
Cardin “directrice” Mme. Ni- 
cole Alphand. wife of Herve 
Alphand, the former Ambas- 
sador to the United States 
from France. Cardin made 
personal appearances as part of 
a French promotion at a de- 
partment store. But his visit 
also generated a press coofer- 
«nce wi»h White House special 
■trade negoiiaior Robert Strauss 
-on the international couQicr- 
feiiing of brand names sudi as 
Levi's Cartier. Munsingwear, 
Waft Disney, and of oourse, 
Cardin. 

“You buy something with a 
label because you trust de- 
sign and quality, Bix if U i$ not 
mine, then y«x£ are being ohe- 
uied." Cardin said. “And 1 am 
losing thousands and thousands 
of ifottar», too.” 

Currently Cardin's name is 
worth, at least $250 million an- 
nually. with 370 licencees mak- 
ing hundreds of Cardm-design- 
cd items sold in 40 countries, 
including Russia. 


Best isolesiian 

Cardin's international em- 
pire is the biggest and best 
known of any designer to- 
day, In- a recent survey in Ja- 
pan. according to Cardin, 82 
per cent of those interviewed 
recognized his name. 

Pierre Cardin, 56. is his owo 
best salesman, a promoter 
more clever than anyone he 
can hire. Bus in a quiet way, 
careful, soft, almost poetic. 
He is [ate for an appoinlmeot 
•when no one is with him be- 
cause. he says, he was stroll- 
ing and lost track of time. 
He's known for having driven 
a batier-ed Simea and a Chev- 
•rolet. 

His first two days in Wash- 
ington he u*as wearing Che 
same brown striped suit, prin- 
ted green narrow-ish tie. roun- 
ded-cotiar shirt. He checks die 
signaiure in the stem of his 
black-rimmed glasses. Yes, he 
says, “everything I have on is 
a Cardin design." 

How IS it possible Cor a 
man to find enough hours in 
the day to create all the thin^ 
that legitimately boast his 
logo? 

Cardio seems surprised at the 
question, although he has heard 
it often. He's heard the claims, 
too, of those who say they 
really do his designing and he 
denies that as well. 

"1 have a studio ot 2t> people,” 
Cardin begins. “They are tech- 
nicians. specialists, i give them 
the shape, the material, the 
color, the volume. 1 give them 
the first sketches. They carry 
out the details like p<3ckets, 
cuffs.” 

Twice a year he produces 
clothing coHections for men 
and women of 250 pieces or 
more. “For two months I in- 
cubate myself. 1 talk to no one. 
Not even Mme. Alphand. And 
1 work very fasL” 

Suddenly be is out of his 
chair and starts ’’designing” a 
dress on a visitor. He slides an 
ashtray under the shoulder lo 
show a changed shape, tugs at 
the hem of the blouse and skirt 
to show the rushed way he 
creates. 

“Some designers sit hack in 
a chair directing others lo 
change the silhouette," he says, 
■‘but I pin. 1 cut, 1 do every- 
thing myself.” Suddenly he 
stops, itniles shyly at ^ his spon- 
taneous “mannequin," and sits 
down. 

He sends 'his thousands of 
designs to factories all over the 
world. Always they arc speci- 
fically identified with swatebes, 
sketches, sometimes an original 
sample.

Rags to riches 

Pierre Cardin comes from a 
large and poor family. He was 
bom in a village near Venice 
and by age 2 he was traveling 
with his father who was look- 
ing for work in France. 

He recalls playing as a child 
in Grenoble in Uie fabric shop 
of the father of a friend, un- 
raveling yards and yards of 
pink and white tulle, and at 
age 14 working for a tailor 
during school vacations and 
learning how to cut and sew. 

He was a poor student, but 
he got his diploma and after- 
ward acted in local theaters. 
He took off for Paris by train 
and bike, convloced he could 
succeed as an actor in the big 
city. But he was stopped en 
route at a World War ll mili- 
tary barrier in Vichy, question- 
ed and tossed briefly into jail. 

When he got out of jail, he 
took the first job he could find, 
sewing for a Vichy clothing 
store. Then, at age 23, be took 
off once again for I^ris and 
lauded a job with Jean Coc- 
teau and Christian Berard. 
creating costumes and' masks 
for and pUys, including 
the classic “^Beauty and the 
Brest” 

'But the money was meagre. 
Aod at the prodding of a nei- 
ghbor, a friend who was a 
sometime “seer” and reader of 
cards, Cardin sought a job in 
the haute couture, first with 
Faquin. then Schiaparelli, then 
Christian Dior. When the New 
York look was created in 1947, 
he was head of the workshop 
for coats and suits in that 
couture house. 

After a misunderstandiog 
with Dior he quit the house. 
IXor, who openly r^retted the 
decision, kept sending custom- 


ers to him, particularly for ball 
gowns. 

iBy 1950 Cardin had estab- 
lish^ himself on Paris’ little 
known Rue Ricbepene and re- 
calls doing as much as $60,000 
a day ia sales at that time. 

*niree yean later he moved 
to the chic Faiiboutig St. Hoo- 
ore aad started to stww his 
oofieotion twice yearly to ravel 
from tbe press. S^n there 
was a shop for men, then wo- 
men. Jn 1959, much to the 
dismay of his colleagues who 
thcaigbit U was shamcCui for a 
haute-couture label to be tm 
less expensive, mass-produced 
clothi ng , he came out with a 
ready-to-wear coHediOD. the 
first oouUue deader to do so.

But even as they scoffed, 
other French couture desigiieis 
followed suit, ivoduciog rea<^ 
co-wear, mcoswear, furniture. 

Jn 1970 Cardin purchased 
for S30 nuHion a theater near 
Che American Etribasay where 
he hnodgfat peifmmaoces by 
Renata TebaUi, Etta Fitzg e aM.

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Nobel Prize for Economics 
goes to American professor 


STOCKHOLM, Oct, 26 
(Agencies) — The 197S Nobel 
Prize for economics was Mod* 
day awarded to Prof. Herbert 
Simon of Carnegie-Meilon 
University in the United Stat- 


Simon, 62, who was bom 
in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, stu- 
died at the University of Chi- 
cago and worked at the Uni- 
versity of California and dse- 
wherc before becomiog pro- 
fessor of computer sciences 
and psychology at the Came- 
gie-Mellon University. 

He was awarded the prize, 
worth $16S.(MX), for bis work 


on the decision-making pro- 
cess within economic oiRani- 
zations. 

The citation of the Royal 
Swedish Academy of Seienees 
said that Simon's name waa 
associated most of all with 
publications on structUK and 
decision-making within econch 
mic organizations. A relatively 
new area of economic resear- 
ch. 

In the 1930's, economists 
began to look at the stni^ 
hire of companies and at the 
decision-making process in ao 
entir^y new way, the a«Hemy 
said.
